IICPOETAirT aCEETING AT THE CAPITAL 
OF BBITISH COLUKBIA. 

Tlio meeting accordiug to the Prospectus 
already publisbcd in the Colonist, vraa held 
at Queenborough on Tuesday evening, at 
7 o'dook, and .vras most respectably and 
numerously attended. 

Mr. Snieaton proposed that Mr. II. IIol- 
Ijrook should take the Chair, -which he con- 
.sentoJ to do, stating that ho would liave 
\vished thatsomo one else had been chosen, 
but having a great interest, and his all in- 
vested in the prosperity of the country he 
would endeavor, to do_ his , duty and fulfil 
the great confidence that had lieen placed in 
him by' the public. 

Mr Stronach was then chosen Secretary. 

The Prospectus calling the meeting hav- 
ing been read, Mr. Scott proposed and Mr. 
Snioaton seconded the first roBolution : 

Whereaa, The people of Great Britain 
And her dependencies hare had since the 
days of JIagna Charta certain inalienable 
rights and privileges, and one of tiieso 
rights is tlie formation of Political Societies 
for the discussion and amelioration of po- 
litical abuses, and restrictions inimical to 
the interests of tho people whenever and 
wherever they may exist in her JIajcaty's 
dominions, — and whereas, in Britisli Ou- 
lumbia numberless abuses and rcstrictioiiH 
inimical to tho interests of tho people do 
exist, have and will continue, if not re- 
formed, to most seriously retard tho pros- 
perity and development of the various re- 
sources of this colony ; and whereas, it 
■jipponrs most important tlmt his Exoolloncy 
the Govornor, as well us her Most Graciuus 
Majesty's Government in Great Britain 
should more fully understand our position, 
our wants, and our grievances, in order to 
a speedy ronfoval of oil difficulties and 
hipdrancos put in the wav of the settio- 
inerit and dovelopmont of the colony, forth- 
with, and tho absence of a local Legislature 
or other popular moans of making laws for 
our good governmont j therefore be it 

Jicsolvcd, That this meeting form tliem- 
solvea into a Political Sociotv, to bo known 
as the "Roforin , League;" that tho object 
of this Society 'Bhall be to make kiunvn to 
his Ex'collericy. resident in tho neighboring 
colony of Vancouver's leland, aud tho Brit- 
ish Govornmcnt, our wants, etc., and to ro- 
commond such measures, as will, in tho 
opinion of this Sooiety and people o( tho 
country, tend to promote tho general pros- 
perity of British Columbia; to aid in pro- 
curing such lavs as will f;iTe ua. an a^ri- 
ouUnral as'well as a mining and trading 
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population ; to reduce the expundituro of 
the government within the nioiina of the 
colony, and thus avoid tlio enormous delit 
which is every day being accnmidated upon 
us without any corre.s]}(jnding iidvuiitago to 
the colony ; to adopt all legal and consti- 
tutional means for tho advancement of the 
goneral welfare of the country, morally, 
socially and politically. 

Tho second resolution after a spirited 
speoeh respecting lands being held back 
from us, and not being allowed to bo set- 
tled, although many present would prefer 
residing hero to being compelled to take 
land in the American territory, at SI 25 
per acre, 'with -time to pay in — ^waa moved 
by Mr. Cla'rkson and seconded by Mr. Jor- 
mans : 

Resolved, That a Committee of three in 
addition to the Chairman and Secretary of 
of this meeting be ap)iointed to draw up 
rules for the proper regulation of this So- 
ciety and to draft resolutions embodying 
our grievances aud wants, and such recom- 
mendations as they think tho necessities of 
the country demand, to be approved by the 
next regular meeting lield here. 

The following gentlemen wore then elect- 
ed by the mooting to act as Committee ; 
Chairman and Secretary, Mr. Brown, Mr. 
Clarkson and Mr. Maloney. 

The third resolution was proposed by Mr. 
Kenedy, and seconded by Jlr. Holt: 

Resolved, That tho people of the other 
towns in' Britiah Columbm, be invited ;o 
co-operate with us in endeavoring to prcj- 
cure the reforms so much needed by tlie 
country generally, ami that tliey be rci tjin- 
mendcd to hold similar Public iNloetings in 
Langley, Hope, Yale, and Douglas, to ex- 
press their opinions as to what the necessi- 
ties of tho country require; that they shall 
receive our support' and countenance in 
carrying out the views herein expressed. 

Proposed by Mr. Maloney, and seconded 
by Mr. James Robertson : 

Rcsnlvi'd. That that a copy of those pro- 
ceedings be forwarded for publication to 
the British Colonist, Victoria (ia/.ette Lon- 
don Times, and ^Veeklj- Dispatch. 

Moved bj- Mr. Trantield and seconded by 
Mr. William Robinson : 

That tho no.xt public meeting to receive 
tho report of the committee Ijo held on 
Tuesday evening the 10th inst. 

Some very good and interesting spoccli- 
woro made, all relating to the siinie sub- 
ject — settlement of the IiukIs, reduction of 
the Rxpenditure, and taxes on miners, with 
the wish to refer to Knglimd in tli'" abscin'v 
of redress from the present rule.

CoLVK.i.K Xkus. — Major Lugenbcel's 
commar.d reached Colvillo after a ideasant 
mandi. Tlicy have minle a practicable 
wagon road Irom Snake river to Colvillo a 
distance of IGO miles. The distance from 
Tort Walla Walla— measured — to the Hud- 
son Bay Company's establishment, ot Col- 
villo, ia 215 miles. 

The site of the military posts at Colvillo 
had not been definitely settled, but it is 
probable that it will be located at a point 
about ten miles this sidff of the Hudson 
Bay ]iost, and which is described to uh, as "a 
beiuitiful stream with iibundance of timber, 
wood, water and grass ;" u'.so, a lino soil 
near by for cultivation., 

Tho turbulent Indians of that section 
wore r|uietod as soon as Major Lugcnbeel's 
command had entered tho valley. Several 
miiu'rs had arriveil from Fraser river. 
They reported that tho dlggiiigs were good, 
i)ut were ilestitute of provisions. Mr. Henry 
Lallour started from Colvillo about the 8tii 
inst., for the Canoe country with 10,000 lbs. 
flour — at tho sanjo time, twenty-five head 



of beef cattle were also started for the same 
region. Tiio rivers above were never 
known to bo as high as they are at ]irosont. 
Tho crops, however, look .sickly on ai iomit 
of tho drouth. Eighty (mnces of gold dust 
were brought down. — Ballcis Juurtiu/.

'Vhf exi hango among natfoDs of their

ren or its aspect so niipromisng, but it bears 
upon it, nr in it, that which another imuii- 
try wants and has not. \'ancouver's Island 
is no exception to this universal rulo.

• — -"Port Yale, July G, 1859. 
Editor BntTtsn Colonist: — You liavo 
doubUo^fj heatdof the,ne^, gqld 6f pttomont, 
which has been started aomewhere in the 
vicinity ,of jPort. jAlexandoiri jabput three 
liundred' inilos nbov6 Ihi^'^oiiit'.' The dig- 
gings arc said to bo situntud on ii small 
crock, called Canal Hiver, and the amount 
nvcragcd tlall j by miners is variously stated 
at from eight to one liundred dollars. A 
))usine.«3 man, at the l"ork.s of" Thompsou 
river, -writes a friend in this place that he 
has seen a nugget of gold, weighing Jlnir 
«nnce«, which has boon brought from these 
tiovr placer.t ; also, that nil tho minors at 
that point arc going up, and many of the 
traders, too. A pack train was loaded out 
from here on Jlonday, with a largo and va- 
luable stock of goods, bound for the new 
diggings, and tlie exeitenuMit is approaeh- 
ing fever heat. Ah yet, nothing b\it ru- 
mors have rL'iu'lied us. Xo jiositive infor- 
nuitiun has been given as to tlie extent or 
richness of tho mines. -Men from widiiu a 
few -miles of Fort Alexander say they 
heard nothing of tho diggiiig.s until they 
rcaehetl Lytton city on their way down, 
;ind seem to think tfie rep(jrts anoiiier at- 
tempt at a great humbug. I am more than 
Iialf inclined to believe that their conclu- 
sions.. ure correct. I have witnessed too 
niany'excitoments in gold countries to be 
cosily decoired by tho present vaguo and 
niicertain rumors. No man has yet been 
seen in this vicinity, who lias ever worked 
on t'anal Uiver, and 1 have conversed with 
•several who have prospected in its inimedi- 
nte neighborhood; and they did not get as 
good a prospectus can be obtained opposite 
Fort Yale. 

The celebration nf the Fnurtli of .July, 
liv the Aniericiin residents, jiiisseil olf nu)st 
pleasantly, without any occurrence to mar 
the enjoyment of tin' participants. At 12 
o'clock, a procession was formed, and after 
'niaruhing Uirougb tho.principab&trectSi the 
'hs«cml)la'ge wn» called to order,- and tllo De- 
I'laratioii of In(ie]iendenee read by Mr. F. 
Vt. Kelly, after which a most approjiriate 
Oration was delivered Ijy Mr. .J. W. liagley. 
in the evening, a ball was given at (.'anip- 
bell's Hall, which was largely attended by 
ladies and gentlemen. I was pleased to 
ncuc 80 large n niiinbor of ' British subjects 
jiresont on the occasion,' and the good.feol- 
ing which prevailed on nil sides. 

It is said that .1 udgo Begbie will open 
his court here next Monday. 

The work of moving the houses back to 
the line of the street is progressing rapidly. 

The river- i.s falling, and miners are re- 
' turning to* their claims on tho bars. 

Lost year, on the 18th of June, was tlu' 
highest water. This Tcar, tho greatest 
height of water occurred on tho 17tn of the 
same month. 

Dry diggings, jjrospecting five centi to 
the pan, have liiieii struck on Yankee Ibir, 
about thirty miles below tho Forks. 

Many persons in this vioinity, after par- 
takingof salmon, have been taken suddenly 
and violently sick. The illness develops 
itself in violent vmniting, succeeded hv 
fainting fits. The Indians say that the tisli 
should 1)0 well cooked over a slow firC, be- 
fore being pat(Mi, and that salmon but par- 
tially cooked is very unwhidesonie. 

SiAnnED. — At Fort Ibipe, on the night 
of July 5th, a man named Franklyn Bliss, 
formerly of Mossachusotts,' was mortally 
stabbed, in five places, by an Indian. The 
iiKjuest returned a verdict of wilful murder, 
and tho Indian is now committed for trial.

NEW COLONY AND GOVERNOR DOUGLAS- 
ADMINISTRATION. 
The Globe holds tbo following opinion as 
to forming a no\y.,.ooluny east of British 
Columbia, instead of annexation at once to 
Canada, and tho -way in which Gov. Douglas 
has managed British Columbia : 

The formation of the Red Uiver and Sas- 
katchewan coinitry into a colony implies 
the contiiiue<l preponderence, I'cir j'cars, of 
the Hudson's liay Company iiilluence. 'I'lic 
lact explains the anxiety id' tlu? Company- 
to have this course adopted ; luid it at the 
same time exhibits the infamous trcai liery 
of our present rulers. Tho intelligence 
eeived iVoni liritisli Columbia shows what 
may he expeclod shnuld this nefiiriiais 
scheme be cousiiinimittMl. Notwitlistaiiding 
the |ironiptitude and liberality with which 
Sir lJulwer Lytton addressed hiniNcdf to the 
wants of tho risi.ig I'acitie colony, the 
curse pf*tho Hudson's Bay Company's con- 
tnd is vimblc in everything. The Governor 
acts niin-e as the factor of a trading coin- 
pan v than as tin; (diief administrator (d' the 
iiti'airs of a growing country; and in every 
(le])artinent the sami! narrow, selfish and 
unjust spirit prevails. Nearly ' all tho in- 
lluential oliieers arc citbcr servants of the 
Company or in some other way connected 
with it ; and the eonse(|ueneo is that the 
settlement id" the country is retarded, the 
sale of L'.nd and mining licenses is a serii's 
of rn-scaliy jobs, the administration of ju.-i- 
tice is worse than aburlescjue, and a degree 
of popular discontent obtains which, in the 
circumstances, cannot but be dangerous. 
The entire aspect of affairs in. British Col- 
undiia contrast.s unfuvorabl}' even with the 
rude beginning of California societv. In 
the American State, the pe(]|di', lol't to 
themselves, orgiiiii/.ed nil the departments 
of government without dehn', and with a 
success w hich was ackiiow-ledgeil to be mnr- 
vellous. (Jnler prevailed, settlement pro- 
gressed, mining was pushed forward vigor- 
ously: and Ml, out of the chaos of a gold- 
hunting )iopulation, a great State, was 
formeil. If similar progress is not observ- 
able in Jiritisb Columbia, tho Hudson's lJuy 
[Company is alone tii blame. Its shadow 
|«liiu;ngcs all interests. Its grasping rule 
renders all things subservient to the inone- 
, turv gains ol' a handful of " adventurers " 
I resident in Kiigland. Can wi; doubt that 
I the same evils will bo experienced in the 
proposed new colony cttst of the Rocky 
! Mountains.
